Plot to Flood Europe With Counter. 
feit Bills Detected. 


A gang of forgers who planned to 
float’ $40,000,000 of counterfeit Ameri- 
can currency in the states of Central 
Europe, have been arrested at Buda- 
pest. ' 

The counterfeiters specialized in a 
twenty dollar bill, several hundred of 
which had been circulated. The for- 
geries were detected through the fact 
that all the’ bills bore identical num- 
bers and the additional fact that the 
paper on which they were printed had 
more than the normal quantity of silk 
threads. The bills were said to be 
remarkably close to perfection in exe- 
cution. 

Members of the gang had 5,000 of 
the completed bills when they were 
arrested and materials enough to print 
a total of 200,000,000 bills. 

They are believed to have had ac- 
complices among the Budapest ‘police, 
and to haye had agents in Bulgaria, 
Jugo-Slavia Csecho-Slavia and Rou- 
mania, :

Serve Oysters 


BY LORETTO fol LYNCH

What is so delicious as the season- 
able oyster? , The average housewife 
| knows how to serve the oysters raw, 
fried, or in stew, but have you eyer 
thought what an addition a few. oys- 
ters are to the food lacking in flavor? 

Take, for instance, Macaroni.’ Just 
when the family is beginning to lose 
proper appreciation of so.- ne 
a food as macaroni, try serving ai 
dish: Strain a dézen oysters from | 
their liquor, Place the oysters in at 
strainer and rinse with half.a cup of 
cold water.. The use of much water 
will tend to wash away the delicate 
flavor for which the. oystet is highly 
‘prized. Put the liquor into a cook 
pot and add enough water to make 
about a quart and a half of nate in 
all. 

When boiling, gently lower into it 
about a» measuring cup of macaroni 
broken into inch .pieces, taking care 
not to add the macaroni fast enough 
to stop boiling. | Add two level tea- 
spoons of salt. Cook until the 
macaroni. is tender—about twenty 
| minutes—adding extra water if there 
| seems danger of burning, — | 

Drain the macaroni and - measure 
the liquid. There should xot be much 
of this. It there is more than half 
a measuring cup evaporate somewhat 
} by boiling. Then add-rich milk ‘to 
make a cup and a half in all... Rub 
together two level tablespoons butter 
with one level tablespoon of flour. 
Add half a teaspoon of salt and a few 
[eratne of cayenne-or’a more generous 
quantity of paprika or black pepper. 
‘Cook this in the milk mixture, stirring. 
constantly until it boils. 

Butter a baking dish, several small 
ramekins or some large clam: shells. 

rrange~a dayer of macaroni, a few 
oysters; either whole or chopped, and 
then a little of the thickened milk. 
Repeat the layers until the dish is fill- 
ed and all the material is used. Cov- 
er with buttered crumbs.and place in 


| a moderate oven until the crumbs are 


a delicate brown. — 

Folks in inland towns may indulge 
in oysters even when they are not in 
season, because they always have ac- 
cess to oysters which the manufactur- 
er tells us are canned the day they 
come from the ocean with the tang of 
the sea upon them. A particularly 
good dish to make of canned oysters 
is “oysters-anchevie.” 

Day-old. bread is’ cut into slices 
three-fourths of an inch in thickness, 
the crust removed and then toasted 
until a delicate brown. The toast is 
buttered and then spread with an- 
chevie paste which comes in tubes. 
The oysters are, reheated in a rich 
white sauce made with part cream, if 
possible. The creamed oysters are 
arranged on the prepared toast. 

Just before serving, the yolk of a 
hard-cooked egg is forced through a 
strainer and descends upon the 
toothsome oysters in ‘the form of 
“golden rain.” Strips of canned pim- 
ento add to the attractyencas of the 
dish. . 

Oysters a la King are among the 
chafing-dish dainties , every hostess 
likes to serve. A thick white sauce 
is prepared, using part milk and part 
mushrooms, a_ little chopped green 
pepper and a little pimento is sauted 
in a small amount of butter. This 
is added to the white sauce and the 
oysters are then cooked in the mix- 
ture for a few minutes until the 
beards just curl,
